I didn’t hear 
songs any more. I. heard voices. 
They scared-me. I would shut the 
K@oor and the-ewindews, but I couldn't 
keep out the sound, I guess my 
nerves were all shot to pieces. 

“I got so bad that I had,.to have 
somebody with me. to keep me from 
going crazy. I asked three friends 
to come to the station and play cards 
with me. A.sergeant heard about it 
and had me suspended. The Police 
Board tried me and reprimanded me 
for playing cards. 

“I tried to stick it out after that, 
but it was no use.” It was worse than 
being in the penitentiary, I guess.” 

Under the administration of Chief 
of Police Campbell Gallagher was a 
detective. He was assigned to make 
cases against coal wagon drivers who 
gave short weight and he made so good 
a. record in this work that he was known 
as ‘“‘Short-weight Gallagher.” 

In this employment he had no lack of 
exercise or companionship. All day he 
would follow coal wagofis from their 
starting points to their destination. He 
made hundreds of arrests and his morn- 
ings were spent in crowded police 
courts. 

With a change of police administra- 
tion he was withdrawn from this sphere 
of great activity and exiled to O’Fallon 
Park. 

Gallagher is 59 years old and lives 
at 1428 North Twenty<second street. He 
says the Police Relief Association owes 
him $1000, but has not made a settle- 
ment.

total of $13,500, representing a quickly 
turned profit of $3240 for the promoters. 
In addition, Robinson testified that the 
company received a-commission of 5 per 
cent, or $675, from Hunter. In summing 
up this. deal, Case quotes a judicial de- 
clsion as follows: 

“The principle that an agent for the 
Bale of property cannot at the same 
time act as agent for the purchase 
thereof, or interest himself therein, and 
thus entitle himself to compensation 
from both vendér and vendee, is ground- 
ed on the infallible declaration that ‘no 
man can serve two masters.’ ”’ 


Negroes Work In Hoiel, 

The referee assérts that, since this 
deal, Maupin has/left $3000 of his money 
in the hands the Fisher company 
and has collected no interest upon it. 
Wright says that the negroes involved 
are employes at the West End Hotel, 
where Fisher lives. Concerning the 
negro Lyons, Referee Case reports: 

“He knew nothing of the property, 
had no property or money, could do 
little more than sign his name and had 
no idea of the nature of the papers he 
was signing.’ 

“Under this schéme,”’ Case declares, 
“Robinson was undoubtedly more loyal 
to his client Maupin than he was to his 
client Mrs. Rogers. The net result is 
that her estate may be required here- 
after to foreclose the mortgages on the 
poorer lands and force their sales either 
at sums greatly below the mortgage 
debts, or the estate will- be forced to 
take back the very property which was 
Supposed to have been conveyed away. 

“Maupin never saw the lands. He re- 
Hed entirely upon his friend Robinson. 
Since the sale Maupin has allowed more 
than $3000 of his money to remain in 
the hands of Fisher's company. This 
indicates a secret arrangement of some 
kind between him and Robinson. - This 
is further indicated in Maupin’s offer 
made in the defendant's petition to_trade 
back the land and give up his profits. 

Facts in the Case. 

"To carry out his loyalty to Maupin 
and his disloyalty to Mrs. Rogers, Rob- 
ingon concealed the true facts of the 
transaction from Mr. Wright, her execu- 
tor.”’ 

Besides.the three transactions related 
above, Case reports that Fisher, for 
Mrs. Rogers, sold a lot néar Fifteenth 
street and Washington avenue to a 
straw purchaser, Mrs. E. M. Niederlan- 
der. 

“However,” the report states, ‘‘al- 
though an extensive inquiry was gone 
into at the hearing, there is no evidence 
to show.that the defendants were the 
parties who really acquired the prop- 
erty, or that they received any profit 
from the sale other than legitimate 
commissions, or that the price obtained 
was less than the fair and reasonable 
market value of the property at the date 
of the sale.” 


Woman a Witness.

Regarding Mrs. Rogers, Case says: 

“The evidence shows th@t she was a 
somewhat troublesome client. Owing, 
perhaps, to her illness, she ewas inclined 
tu be contentious. She was constantly 
writing letters to her agents urging 
them to dispose of her property. 

“Mrs. Rogers may have been unwise 
not to follow Fisher’s advice to ‘Yepair 
her Laclede avenue property and sell 
at a higher price, but he could not take 
advantage of her lack of wisdom with- 
out telling her the éxact manner in 
which he expected to do so. 


One-Half Was Profit. 


“In this case, the defendants took 
one-half of the net profit on_the resale 
of the property as the price of their 
disloyalty to Mrs. Rogers.”’ 

In conclusion, Referee Case makes the 
following recommendations: 

“The referee recommends that judg- 
ment be given in favor of the plaintiff, 
and against the defendants jointly, and 
that the defendants be decreed to pay 
plaintiff on account of the Benton prop- 
erty the sum of $1654.66 with 6 per cent 
interest from April 1, 1910, plus $147.10 
accrued interest; on account of the 
Laclede avenue property, the sum of

WASHINGTON, Nov. %.—Out of the 


incident of a “butter tub” in a feather 
bed the Supreme Court of the United 
States is expected to evolve the law of 
the land relative to the retail trade if 
oleomargarine. 

Some months ago John A. Ripper of 


1 St. Louls, who possessed a retail deal- 


er’s license to sell oleomargarine, was 


suspected of violating Congress’ oleo- 
margarine act of 18%. Revenue officers 
searched his residence. Upstairs, in a 
feather bed, was found an empty oleo- 
margarine tub. It was alleged that the 
tax-paid stamp on the tub was intact, 
in violation of law. Mrs. Ripper said 
she had put the tub in bed when she 
saw the officers in the house. She said 
she did not know why she did it. 
Indicted and Convicted. 

Ripper was indicted on a charge of 
having in his possession an empty oleo- 
margarine package “the tax-paid stamp 
upon which he had wiillrully neglected 
and refused to destroy.”” He was also 
charged with having sold & ‘pounds of 
oleo to the post hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks, when it was alleged that the 
law limited him in such sales to ten 
pounds. He was convicted on both 
charges and sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. 

He has appealed to the Supreme Court 
to review his case. Its decision as to 
granting a review is expected next Mon- 
day. On his behalf it is claimed the act 
of Congress may make it an offense to 
empty an oleomargarine tub without de- 
stroying the stamp thereon, but ft does 
not make it an offense to hve a tub 
with an undestroyed stamp upon it.in 
one’s possession.

A brother, Dr. Elisha 
Gray, lives at Catifornia, Mo., where his 
father, also a physician, died a year 
ago.

Theodore N. Vail’s succession to the presidency 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. is an event 
of moment.

makers and home-lovers as they ever 

were—or as any other women ever 
were.”’ 

This pleasant burst of optimism has 
the backing of authority, for the 
speaker ig Dr. Charles Ford Lang- 
worthy, head of the Nutrition Investi- 
gations in the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington. Dr. Lang- 
worthy has just crowned a 15 years’ 
study of home economies in America 
with a trip abroad, during which he 
familiarized himself with domestie 
life in several] European countries. 

“The ideal modern home,” he said, 
“is a government of excellent laws 
excellently enforced. The wife and 
mother is essentially a constitutional 
ruler. She knows the chemical facts 
of cooking and sanitation and the 
economic facts of food prices, and 
heating and lighting and housekeep- 
ing generally. According to these 
facts she regulates her menus, her 
expense accounts, her entire house- 
hold. And because she is working in- 
telligently with data that have been 
exactly determined, the results are of 
the highest. 

‘IT am not one of the people who 
pelieve that the old way of houseKeep- 
ing is all wrong. It is nonsense to 
say that no good bread was made 
pefore we knew the chemistry of 
bread-making. The knowledge of 
home economics was empirical, ex- 
perimental, but it was still knowledge. 
Only so much rested with the experi- 
menter, that is, the individual house- 
wife. 

“Many were fine domestic econom- 
ists. But others were not. And there 
was no general code determined by 
scientific investigation on which to 
fall back. 

“There have always been farmers. 
Within the past decade there have 
been book farmers. At first they were 
laughed at. They aren’t laughed at 
any more. Neither are the book- 
housekeepers.” 


“But some people say that women 
are neglecting household duties for 
other occupations,” I said. 

Dr. Langworthy’s round, plum face 
was at once illumined with a cheer- 
‘tul smile. 

“All women are born domestic and 
most women stay domestic,” he en- 
unciated. “It ig the most natural thing 
in the world for them to be interested 
in home matters, and no amount of 
higher education or outside interest 
is going to change them. They will 
do other things besides cook and sew, 
but it’s only so much more added on. 

“Just compare the apartments of a 
business woman and a business man, 
and you wil) see that the woman is 
and always will be the housekeeper, 
and the man isn’t and never will be. 

“Those who criticise women for not 
doing work in just the way their 
grandmothers did are themselves ar- 
rogantly ignorant. They do not stop 
to consider changed conditions. The 
modern woman couldn't be the old- 
fashioned housekeeper if she wanted 
to be.

Negro Who Was Member of 
Minister’s Household Is 
Held as Suspect. 


Victim Was the Oldest Pres- 
byterian Preacher in 


New Jersey. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 25.—The Rév. 
Amzi L. Armstrong. the oldest Pres- 
byterian minister in New Jersey, and 
his wife, Annie Rue Armstrong, were 
shot to death on their farm at Dutch 
Neck, nine miles northeast of this 
city. The murderer used a double- 
barreled shotgun. The clergyman 
was first to meet death. As his wife 
ran screaming from the adjoining 
room at the report of the weapon the 
second barrel was emptied into her 
breast. The minister’s gold watch 
and less than $2 in money which he 
carried in a pocket, furnished the mo- 
tive for the killing. 

John Sears, a half-breed negro, was 
plodged in jail here at 11 o'clock last 
night, charged with the double mur- 
der. Sears had been a member of the 
Armstrong household since he was 
three weeks old. His arrest followed 
admissions which were said to have 
amounted to a confession. 

Mrs. Armstrong lived perhaps half 
an hour after she was shot and when 
neighbors found her body it was ly- 
ing across the threshold of the kitch- 
en, toward which she apparently had 
turned in an effort to alarm Rachel 
Sears, housekeeper of the Armstrong 
home and mother of John Sears. 

Housekeeper Held As Witness, 

Rachel Sears, a full-blooded negress 
who has been a servant in the family 
of Mrs. Armstrong for nearly forty 
years, is under surveillance as a ma- 
terial witness. .A story by which she 
sought to protect her son delayed his 
arrest for hours. 

For 44 years, until 1901, the cler- 
gyman was pastor of the Dutch Neck 
Presbyterian Church. Until last 
June he had been clerk of the Pres- 
bytery of New Brunswick, to which 
office he was elected in 1866. 

He was one of the original stock- 
holders of the First Nationa] Bank of 
Cranbury, of which he was a director 
at the time of his death. His wife, 
whom he had married 15 years ago, 
Was @ member of a family that_has 
been conspicuous in Mercer County 
affairs for the last three generations. 
About midnight Wednesday Sears 
aroused George W. Denison, a neigh- 
bor. 

“T’m just home from New Bruns- 
hwick,” the half-breed cried, “and 
there’s been murder done over at our 
house.” 

Sears told a story to Denison which 
he repeated without essential varia- 
tion a dozen times before daylight. 

' Story Told By Negroes. 

“I went up to New Brunswick,”»he 
declared, “at 7 o'clock last night to 
meet Rudolph Norhaus. I missed him. 
and when I got back on the last car 
my mother met me: just as I was 
putting the key into the kitchen door. 

“ ‘Robbers have been here,’ she tol@ 
me, ‘for I heard someone come in the 
front door, and then I heard two guns 
fired. I think both the old people are 
dead. I was upstairs and I did not dare 
cruwl out from under the bed until I 
heard your key in the lock,’ 

“I wish you would come over,” Sears 
said to Dennison. “I’m scared, and I 
don’t know how to‘tell the authorities, 
who ought to hear about this.” 

The alarm was spread fast and soon 
neighbors and officers were on the 
scene. To all the neighbors Sears re 
peated his story just as he had tole 
Dennison. The mother told her stor\ 
as many times and quite as consistently 

“T had just gone up to my room,” sh: 
said, ‘“‘when I heard the front door slam

pretty soon the sound of a gun. Then 
heard a scream. I think it came from

Sets Aside 82,500,000, 

" Maving arranged that whatever may 
be done shall be of the best, Mre. Sage 
has set aside $2,500,000 for the enterprise, 
one-half of which is to be expended 
forthwith for improvements. A fair re- 
turn on the money is expected from 
home buyers at $% a month and up- 
ward. Buyers will. be protected, to that 
those who may meet misfortune will not 
lose their investments. 

First outlays will be at and around 
the station at the entrance to the gar- 
Gens. There will be a village green of 
two and one-half acres stretching down- 
ward from the station.

He was deeply grieved about 
his dismissal and came back several 
times, expressing sorrow for hig former 
deficiencies and asking to be taken 
back, but Dr. Bailey preferred not to 
make another change, Seaman left his 
trunk in the care of a houseman next 
door. and clung to the hope‘that Dr. 
Bailey would some day take him back. 

Found By Doctor, 


But when Thanksgiving came with 


his fifty-ninth birthday to follow, with 


no work and no prospect of work, he 
became so discouraged that he deter- 
mined to die and end it all. 

Virgil, 14-year-old son of Dr. Balley, 
was the first to find Seaman. The boy 
was starting to tell neighbors when Dr. 
Bailey and other members of the fam- 
ily; who had been out for an automobile 
ride, returned. He seemed to be dead, but 
the doctor found that he was alive. The 
razor had missed the radial artery. 

Under Dr Bailey's attention he re- 
covered consciousness and told of his 
desire to die on the back porch of the 
home that had sheltered him and where 
he had been shown kindness.
